Daily  Universe 
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Answers  Hard:

In  the  Varsity  Theater  Thomas 
Mann  spoke  to  the  students  on 
curent  problems  in  Latin  Amer- 
ica Wednesday.  He  reacted  with 
little  emotion  to  the  reported 
death  of  Che  Guevara.  He  did 
not  think  much  would  be  changed. 
“Men  don’t  make  movements; 
Movements  make  men.” 

Nearly  all  Latin  countries  face 
this  dilemma  as  the  lack  of  pro- 
gressive change  make  the  likes 
of  Guevara  and  Castro  very  pop- 
ular. Unless  important  changes 
aren’t  made,  we  can  count  on 
troubled  times  for  the  future 
south  of  the  border. 

Why  do  these  problems  contin- 
ue? Can’t  we  and  Latin  America 
see  prospects  for  the  future?  An- 
swers are  not  so  easy.  Nor  are 
solutions. 

Latin  Americans  hold  a system 
of  values  completely  apart  from 
ours.  Those  in  authority  do  not 
view  the  pressing  problems  of  the 


masses  as  would  we.  The  belief 
of  class  structure  still  pervades 
there.  This  is  most  significant 
as  the  “mestizo”  and  the  Indians 
have  seriously  inferior  opport- 
unities to  excel  above  their  pre- 
sent subliminal  level. 

The  concepts  of  technology  and 
science  do  not  hold  the  interest 
of  the  Latin  American  student  as 
here.  Nor  has  any  degree  of 
stress  been  placed  in  this  area  by 
the  leaders  there.  Without  tech- 
nology, progress  is  hard  to  come 
by.  It  is  one  of  the  most  import- 
ant factors  in  economic  growth. 

COMPETITION 

The  belief  in  competition  is 
starting  to  gain  ground  there. 
But  outside  the  big  city  the  same 
type  of  social  and  economic  life 
still  exists  as  it  did  200  years  ago. 

These  are  just  a few  of  the 
many  value  differences  that  exist 
there.  We  cannot  interfere  dir- 
ectly to  impose  our  values  on 
them. 

Giving  aid  and  assistance  to 
dictators  and  facist  governments 


in  Latin  America  tends  to  only 
perpetuate  these  malignant  situat- 
ions. This  in  turn  hurts  us  in  the 
long  run. 

Thomas  Mann  stated  that  deep 
thought  and  debate  ought  to  be 
given  to  the  situation  in  Vietnam 
in  order  to  determine  what 
might  be  done  to  prevent  the  re- 
occurance  of  the  same  in  the 
future. 

If  movements  such  as  those 
that  are  occuring  throughout 
South  America  are  to  be  prevent- 
ed, then  we  ought  to  reevaluate 
our  foreign  policies.  We  must  see 
where  we  and  the  Latin  Ameri- 
can governments  have  failed.  We 
and  our  neighbors  must  do  a lot 
more  and  probably  ought  to  do  it 
a lot  differently  than  we  have  un- 
til now. 

We  can’t  pass  on  the  same  pro- 
blems to  future  generations  that 
we  have  received  from  our  pre- 
decessors. If  we  do  not.  we  can 
only  expect  more  movements  to 
make  more  men  in  Latin  Amer- 
ica.

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Moon  Landing  In  1970? 
'Doubtful,'  Say  Experts

SPACE  CENTER,  HOUSTON 
(UPI)— Six  years  ago  the  late 
President  Kennedy  set  a chal- 
lenging national  goal— a round  trip 
to  the  moon's  surface  by  U.  S. 
astronauts  before  Jan.  1,  1970. 

Little  hope  remains  today  of 
meeting  this  deadline. 

As  the  decade  nears  its  close, 
however,  astronauts  may  come 
tantalizingly  close.  It  now  ap- 
pears one  or  two  Appolo  crews 
might  fly  within  a few  miles  of 
the  moon— without  landing— during 
the  last  months  of  1969. 

The  soonest  the  actual  U.S.  moon 
landing  appears  possible  is  mid- 
1970. 

GOAL  DOUBTFUL 

The  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  (NASA)  has 
not  officially  abandoned  the  goal 
set  by  Kennedy.  In  theory,  at  least 
it  might  still  be  met.  But  many 
ASA  officials  say  in  private  they 
feel  a moon  landing  before  the 
end  of  the  decade  will  prove  im- 
possible. 

This  has  been  reflected  publicly 
in  recent  statements  by  space 
agency  administrator  James  E. 
Webb  and  others,  who  have  said 
the  chances  of  a moon  landing  in 
this  decade  are  growing  slimmer 
all  the  time. 

Others  have  said  they  believe  the 
goal  remains  barely  possible,  but 
that  it  depends  on  the  unlikely 
prospect  of  perfect  success  in  all 
missions  leading  to  the  lunar  land- 
ing. 


“I  think  it’s  a better  than  50-50 
round  trip  to  the  moon  by  the  end 
of  1969,”  Dr.  Edward  Welch,  chief 
adviser  to  the  President  on  space 
agency  activity,  said  recently. 

“We  don’t  know  how  much  the 
(Jan.  27  Apollo)  fire  set  back  the 
timetable  because  we  don’t  know 
how  successful  each  of  the  coming 
flights  will  be. 

“If  they  are  all  successful,  we 
can  make  it.” 

NO  MONEY  PROBLEM 

NASA’s  problems  with  a de- 
creasing budget  have  little  effect 
on  the  lunar  landing  schedule. 
Most  Apollo  equipment  is  paid  for, 
and  of  all  NASA  programs  the 
Apollo  effort  has  been  least  hit 
in  the  money  pinch. 

At  the  first  of  this  year,  before 
the  fire,  the  first  Apollo  flight  with 
astronauts  aboard  was  set  for  Feb. 
21.  Now  Apollo  is  eight  months  be- 
hind that  schedule.  And  it  may  be 
another  10  months  or  more  before 
that  flight,  a 10-day  test  in  earth 
orbit,  takes  place. 

No  one  can  predict  at  this  time 
whether  that  first  manned  Apollo 
flight  will  go  smoothly  next  fall  or 
whether  new,  time-consuming 
problems  will  arise  during  the 
mission. 

In  addition,  the  moon  rocket  it 
self  and  the  spacecraft  designed 
to  actually  land  two  astronauts  on 
the  moon— called  the  lunar  module 
—both  represent  unknowns.  Nei- 
ther has  flown.  Neither  has  been 
qualified  to  carry  men.

Guevara  Admitted  DefeatiHi 


LA  PAZ,  BOLIVIA  (UP)-Cuban 
revolutionary  Ernesto  (Che)  Gue- 
\'ara  felt  that  he  had  failed  in  his 
mission  to  further  Communist  re- 
volution in  Bolivia  and  was  seeking 
to  flee  the  country  when  he  was 
slain  by  Bolivian  Rangers,  his  field 
diary  revealed  Wednesday. 


The  key  to  Guevara’s  failure  and 
his  disillusionment  was  his  in- 
ability to  inspire  a fanatic  follow- 
ing- in  the  largely  Indian  popula- 
tion of  the  landlocked,  mountain- 
ous nation. 


GUEVARA  DIARY 

The  dairy,  seized  from  Gue- 
vara’s knapsack,  was  made  public 


as  the  Argentine-born  revolutionary 
was  buried  in  the  tiny  and  remote 
village  of  Vallegrande,  300  miles 
southeast  of  La  Paz,  near  the 
battleground  where  he  fell. 


The  U.S. -trained  Bolivian  rang- 
ers who  killed  Guevara  in  action 
last  Sunday  predicted  Guevara’s 
death  would  end  the  Guerrilla  in- 
surgency in  the  country.  Notes  in 
Guevara’s  diary  supported  the 
theory. 

As  recently  as  Aug.  31,  after  an 
army  patrol  killed  his  principal 
Bolivian  aide,  Coco  Peredo,  an 
item,  in  Guevara’s  diary  said: 
“This  seems  to  be  reaching  its 
end.”

Jewelry  for  the  co-ed  must  be 
selected  with  care.  Beauty  is  the 
sole  purpose  of  jewelry.

Poetry?  Most  of  it  is  pretty  bad 
stuff.  Most  humans  don’t  want  to 
be  bothered  with  dissecting  it, 
bookdealers  don’t  want  to  buy  it— 
and,  most  authors  of  it  die  as 
paupers. 

But  there  is  a new,  slender  vol- 
ume of  it  that’s  popping  out  in 
nearly  every  nook  and  cranny 
on  campus. 

In  one  short  week,  “Beginnings” 
by  Carol  Lynn  Pearson  has  be- 
come a Bookstore  bestseller.  Dur- 
ing the  past  two  days  an  unheard 
of  120  copies  have  sold! 

In  the  last  few  years  there  has 
been  a growing  trerid  toward  pro- 
ducing “Mormon  Art”  at  BYU. 
Carol  Lynn  remarked.  “I  feel 
this  book  is  my  contribution  in 
achieving  that  goal.” 

It  has  often  been  said  the  Lord 
chooses  those  of  quiet  humility  and 
simplicity  of  words  to  convey  His 
gospel  in  order  to  reach  the  un- 
derstanding of  all— and  so  it  is 
with  the  poetry  of  Carol  Lynn 
Pearson. 

“Beginnings”  a compilation  _ of 
56  poems,  is  unique  in  that  it  Is 
marked  by  simplicity,  and  from 
this  simplicity  comes  overwhelm- 
ing power.  Says  it’s  author,  “I  be- 
lieve art  should  clarify  life  rather 
than  obscure  it  further.” 


The  solution  to  the  struggle  for 
world  peace  will  not  be  solved 
with  political  action,  military 
treaties,  nor  atomic  weaponry,  said 
Dr.  Charles  Malik  in  Thursday’s 
Forum  Assembly,  but  through  a 
united  Christian  effort. 


AIMING  TO  UNITE 


Carol  Lynn  Pearson.  . 
BYU'S  rising  poet 


Carol  Lynn’s  poetry  has  re- 
ceived many  awards  in  local  and 
state  competitions  and  has  ap- 
peared in  “Contemporary  Poetry 
of  the  United  States,”  published 
in  Paris.  She  has  also  written  sev. 
eral  magazine  articles  that  have 
been  published  nationally. 

As  a playwright  she  won  the 
first  prize  of  $1,000  in  the  1967 
Utah  State  Fine  Arts  Creative 
Writing  Contest  with  her  comedy, 
“Think  Your  Way  to  a Million.” 
Another  of  her  published  plays, 
“Pegora  the  Witch,”  won  first 
prize  in  the  children’s  play  di- 
vision of  the  same  contest  in  1963, 
and  has  snee  been  produced  by 
many  universities,  high  schools 
and  community  theatres  through- 
out the  country. 


“We  live  in  a moment  of  history 
of  the  greatest  magnitude,”  he 
stated.  “For  the  first  time  in  hist- 
ory the  Christian  world  is  honestly 
seeking  to  understand  and  unite.” 

Dr.  Malik  cited  from  personal 
experience  with  the  Pope  and 
others  how  sincere  attempts  are 
being  made  to  repair  the  gulf  be- 
tween Eastern  and  Western  fac- 
tions of  the  Christian  world.  There 
is  an  attitude  of  “let  bygones  be 
bygones,”  he  said. 

UNITY  NECESSARY 
The  world  renowned  educator 
and  philosopher  went  on  to  say 
that  “the  world  by  itself  cannot 
mend  its  ways,  and  that  indivi- 
duals by  themselves  cannot  mend 
it,  but  that  if  Christians  would 
all  come  together,  in  Christ,  they 
would  amass  such  resources  as  to 


be  able  to  overcome  any  prob- 
lems the  future  might  bring.” 

He  touched  briefly  on  many 
world  problems  of  the  day,  in- 
cluding Viet  Nam,  the  Middle 
East,  U.S.-Soviet  relations  and  the 
Chinese  position  in  todays  world. 

“The  greatest  long-range  threat 
to  world  peace  is  China,”  Dr.  Ma- 
lik declared.  “By  the  end  of  this 
century  the  major  question  will 
be;  what  can  be  done  about 
China?.” 


Dr.  Charles  Malik,  former  presi- 
dent of  the  United  Nations  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  told  the  Universe 
Thursday  that  he  approves  of  the 
United  States  intervention  in  Viet- 
nam.

The  computers  broke  down  three 
times  trying,  but  they  finally  did 
the  job. 

And  Bill  Sampson,  registration 
director,  is  happy. 

The  official  registration  statistics 
for  this  semester  have  been  com- 
puted. And  they  reveal  an  inter- 
esting picture. 

The  boys,  for  example,  out- 
number the  girls.  About  11,000  to 
9,300.  That’s  almost  1.2  to  1.  One 
coed  commented,  “Those  aren’t 
bad  odds.” 

But  figures  deceive;  3,600  of 
those  boys  are  married.  That’s 
about  a third  of  them.  “That’s  kind 
of  scary,”  said  one  single  senior 
girl. 

The  20,372  total  includes  6,000  re- 
turned missionaries  and  about 
1,000  foreign  students.  And  978 
married  women. 

Frosh  have  the  largest  class  this 
semester,  according  to  registration 
officials.  Running  a second  to  their 
5,400  are  the  juniors  with  4,600. 

The  sophomores  are  4,500  strong, 
and  the  seniors  have  been  “weeded 
down”  to  4,088. 

“Registration  went  as  well  as 
could  be  expected,”  said  Sampson. 
A new  system  of  registration  is 
being  planned  for  next  fall,  accord- 
ing to  another  official.
